The Battery remained at Quetta from the 26th April 1877 until 
24th November 1878, when on the outbreak of the Afghan campaign, 
the Right Division^ under Lieutenant W. Aitken, marched on 
the 20th November 1878 to Pishin. This Division was employed 
in the advance, reconnoitring in the direction of the Guajar and 
Kojack passes, and crossed the latter pass on 15th December 1878 
remaining at Chummun at the foot ot Kojack until January 1879* 

The Left Division, under Major J/ Charles, marched from 
Quetta on 24th November, and was employed reconnoitring in 
the Kakur country north of Pishin until l-4th Decemberi wheii 
it marched to Killa Abdoolla. 

This Division crossed the Kojack on the 27th December 
1878, the Right and Left Divisions uniting at camp Chummun. 

These two Divisions took part in the operations under Major-* 
General Biddulph, consisting of the march on Kandahar, which 
city was reached on the 8th January 1879, and the reconnaissance 
to the Helmund, on which river they were encamped from 31st 
January to 23rd February 1879. On this date the troops withdrew 
towards Kandahar, which was again entered on 2nd March 1879. 

The retirement from Kandahar was commenced on the 6th 
March, the Battery then being detailed as part of the force to 
open up the Thall Chotialla route. Up to this time the centre 
Division, which marched to Pishin on 28th December 1878, had 
been attached to the movable column under Major Keen, 1st 
Punjab Infantry. 

As soon as the march towards the plains was commenced, the 
Battery was distributed as follows : — 

Right Division, under Major Charles, with column under 
Colonel Sale Hill, 1st Goorkhas. 

Centre Division, under Lieutenant King, with column under 
Major Keen, 1st Punjab Infantry. 

This Division was engaged in the action of Bagao and fired 
16 rounds. Casualties in Division^ — Nil, 

Left Division, commanded by Lieutenant Lyster, with 
General NuttalFs column. The three Divisions reunited at 
Laghari Barkhan, from which they marched to Vitakri distance 
9 miles, on the 21st April 1879, remaining there one month. 
Orders having been received to proceed to Dera Ismail Khan, 
the Battery marched from Vitakri md Fort Munro, reaching 
Pera lamail Khan on the 1st June 1879,

The Battery proceeded to Paniala to carry out the annual 
practice and for hill exercise. 

The Battery leturned to Dera Ismail Khan. 

Half Battery proceeded to Tonk and took part in an attack 
made on Jhundola in the Battani country. The attack was 
opposed, the Battanis occupying a strong position behind sungars 
at the entrance to the Jhundola valley. A few shells, however, 
soon forced them to evacuate this, and they retired before the 
infantry skirmishes into the hills. No further opposition was 
offered. 

The half Battery returned to Dera Ismail Khan. 

The Battery left Dera Ismail Khan to join the Force 
assembling at Tonk under Brigadier-General t. G. Kennedy, 
for an expedition against the Mahomed Waziris. ' 

The Battery reached Tonk. 

The Force moved to Camp Zam, which lies under the outer 
line of the Waziri Hills. 

Marched to Kot Kirghi— the frontier outpost in the Zam 

Pass. 

Crossed the frontier and marched to Jhundola.

The Force moved to Barwand, 7 miles. 

The Right and Left Divisions formed the artillery of a small 
force which made a detour crossing the ridge into the Uspaleeto 
Algud to visit the home of Mashik, the Waziri headman who had 
surrendered and who was the cause of the expedition being 
carried out. Mashik's residence was found to be a cave, which the 
Sappers attempted most unsuccessfully to damage, and beyond 
the destruction of a few acres of khusseel no harm was done by 
the expedition to Mashik’s property. After recrossing the ridge 
and when descending into the Shahor nullah, a few shots were 
fired at the rear of the column, but without effect. 

Marched to Tangi Raghza, about 5 miles. 

Halt for road -making. During the day the Centre Division 
was ordered out to clear some Waziris from a hill on which they 
had collected about miles from camp. Fired 6 rounds common 
shell with percussion fuze (one of which burst in mid-air) and 
the Waziris dispersed. 

Moved to Narai Raghza about 4 miles. 

The Right Half Battery with the advance was engaged with 
the enemy, and fired 8 rounds during a reconnaissance beyond the 
camping ground at Narai Raghza. ‘ . 

^ The Left Half Battery was attached to the rear guard, which 
did not reach camp till midnight owing to the road being very 
difficult for camels and to want of supervision over the latteL 
Marched to Kund warn, 10 miles. 

The troops were occupied the whole day protecting the line 
of baggage on both flanks. Considerable numbers of Waziris 
collected on right flank of column, and occasional shots were fired 
throughout the Jay, but there were no casualties. 

Moved to Shah Alum Raghza, 6 miles.

The Battery took part in action a^inst the Waziris ; the 
Eight Half Battery, tinder Captain Frith, firing 5 rounds and the 
Left Half Battery, under Captain Aitken, 23 rounds. The Left 
Half Battery was strongly posted commanding the ground over 
which the 1st Sikhs finally drove the enemy back, its fire no doubt 
materially conduced to weaken the resistence of the latter, 
although from the steepness of the hillside and the density of the 
jungle the effect could not have been great. 

Marched to Moghul Khel, 5 miles. 

Do. Eanigorum, 3 miles. , 

Do. Sum Kanigorumj 3 miles. 

Do. Sum Tai, 8 miles. 

Do. Sur Raghza near Makin, about 6 miles. 

Exchanging commnnications with column under Brigadier* 
General Gordon, which had advanced by the Khusora Defile from* 
Bunnoo to Euzmnk 12 miles from Makin. 

Marched to Janjal, 8 miles. 

Do. Suri Manja Kuch, 10 miles. 

Do. Morgi Band, 11 miles. 

Do. Jhundola, 9 miles. 

Do. Tonk, 19 miles. 

The Battery started via Peyzu, Kalabagh and Kali-ke-Serai : 
for Abbott-abad, 

The Battery reached Abbott-abad. 

There were no casualties throughout the above expedition, ^ 
although the heat during the march from Jhundola to Abbott-abad 
was veiy great 

The mules, however, suffered considerably (from the stones 
and water) in their feet, and in future, for work over similar 
ground, a considerable supply of shoes, should be taken, and any 
mule showing the slightest symptom of tenderness should be at 
-.once .shod.
